Advices Received at Washington In- 
dicate a Terrifying State of Af- 
fairs in Haiti—Man Gives 
His Life To Save 
His Wife. 


Washington, February 3.—Mai!l  ad- 
vices from thoroughly authentic sources, 
which reached several persons in Wash- 
ington today, indicated that a terrifying 
state of affairs has existed recently in 
Haiti. One letter. from Port-au-Prince 
gives the following account of happen- 
ings at that place: 

“While the president, General Nord, 
was in Gonaives, a city in the northern 
part of this republic, a conspiracy was 
discovered to inaugurate a_ revolution, 
not sO much against General Nord him- 
self as for the purpose of getting con- 
trol of this city and forcing the presi- 
dent to agree to certain measures re- 
specting the liberation and pardoning of 
a number of Haitians implicated in the 
bank scandal. 

“Learning of the conspiracy, the mil- 
itary governor of the city, with a num- 
ber of soldiers, broke into the house, 
where General Maximo Nomplazier ‘md a 
few of his friends were gathered. Or- 
ders were given to shoot all those within 
on the spot. Those who were killed were 
Nomplazier, his son, one or two other 
persons and a servant. Among those 
who escaped were the writer and the 
owner of the house, who jumped out of 
a second-story window, and in so doing 
broke his leg. 

“The military authorities, finding he 
had made his escape, arrested and impris- 
oned his wife.

At the Japa- 
nese legation I was assured tonight that 
Minister Takahira has not received no- 
tice of the receipt of the Russian reply at 
TOkio and he would certainly be promptiy 
informed concerning it. In view of this 
fact, the Japanese officials do not re- 
gard the St. Petersburg report as having 
very great significance. They do not 
think it possible that such a manifesto 
as indicated would. be issued before the 
Russian reply. At the Russian embassy 
the extreme improbability of the report- 
was pointed out. I was assured by the 
highest authority that the report Is ridic- 
ulously improbable from every st@ndpoint: 
that no such orders would be issued and 
no such manifesto promulgated during the 
pendency of the negotiations. 

At the same time the feeling is strong 
in official and diplomatic circles that the 
dispatch, coming from such a source, is 
highly significant of the conviction on 
the part of the Russian authorities that 
Russia's reply will not be acceptable to 
Japan and that war will follcw.

Washington, February 3.—(Special.)— 
It looks more like war between Russia 
and Japan tonight than it has at any 
time during the present status of the ne-« 
gotiations. The official conviction that 
it can hardly be avoided is based on tele- 
grams from St. Petersburg, which indi- 
cate that the Russian officials do not ex- 
pect the Russian reply to be accepted by 
Japan. 

Tonight Reuters’ Telegram Company,- 
the largest press association in’: Europe, is 
sending out from St, Petersburg the fol- 
lowing sensational dispatches 

“The Russian general staff has author- 
ized Admiral Alexieff to declare war and 
open hostilities on his own responsibility 
if he sees it necessary. An imperial man- 
ifesto. is expected shortly declaring war 
if Japan does not accept Russia's pro- 
posals.’’

The Japanese feel that the existing con- 
ditions entitled them to a more prompt 
reply and are bound to infer that the 
St. Petersburg government is determined 
not to yield but is utilizing the time to 
advance its preparations for war.

lliness of the Senator As- 
sumes Alarming Turn 


At One Time His Extremities Were 
Cold—His Condition Keported 
Improved, but a Physician 
Has Been Called from 
New York 


Washington, February 3.—Senator M 
A. Hanna had a setback late this after- 
noon which, for a time, considerably 
alarmed his family. and while not so wel} 
as early in the day, showed excellent 
rallying power and improvement over his 
condition at sundown. The setback came in 
the form of an attack that resembled 
sick spells that have seized the senator 
on two or three occasions in the past 
few years. He was seized about 5:30 this 
afternoon with a congestive chill, which 
heretofore has been marked by a rush of 
blood to the head and coolness of the 
extremities. 

Dr. Rixey. the attending physician, cal!- 
ed in Dr. Magruder, and when they left 
Mr. Hanna’s home ‘at 9 o'clock the sen- 
ator was sleeping soundly, and the phys!- 
Clans said they did not expect to return 
until 9 o'clock tomorrow morning. A 
thorough examination was made of Mr. 
Hanna’s heart, lungs and kidneys, and 
they were found to be all right. 

The illness of the senator is due to 
physica] and nervous exhaustion caused 
by an attack of grip and overwork. 

At the request of Mrs. Hanna, Pr. 
Brewer, the New York physician who has 
attended the senator and members of his 
family at intermittent periods for the 
past twenty-five years, has been asked 
to come to Washington for consultation 
with other physicians. He is expected to 
arrive here early tomorrow morning. Dr, 
Brewer attended the senator when the 
latter was ill some months ago in New 
York. His summons here, it is said, does 
not indicate any great alarm On the part 
of the senator's family, but is to satisfy 
their wish that his advice may be had in 
the case.

Mrs, Helen Wilmans - Pos

Jacksonville, Fla., February 3.—Tha 
trial of the mental science healer, Mrs.

To 
this a reply was sent by Mrs. Post's direc- 
tion to the effect that nothing was im- 
possible and that she would take the case 
for $4 per month. 

It was brought out that she answered 
letters and promised to give her treat- 
ment to persons who requested it for ev- 
ery imaginable disease and also for trou- 
bles of all kinds. She had agreed to give 
treatment for making a new set of teeth 
grow; to make a leg grow on a Stuinp 
from which the lower limb had been am- 
putated; to make hair grow On bald 
heads; to restore the affections for tach 
other of persons who had become estrang- 
ed: to transfer the affections of persons, 
and, in fact, to do anything she was 
aSked to do, 

Only two witnesses 
Tleese were Mrs. E. H. Dayton and her 
daughter, Miss Dora Dayton. Both of 
these were formerly in the employ of 
Mrs. Post as clerks,and answered letters 
for her. They identified a large number 
of letters which had been received by 
Mrs. Post, and in answer to which they 
had sent letters according to the gener- 
al instructions. Mrs, Post saw very few 
of these letters, the witnesses stated. All 
she did was to take out the money in- 
closed and pass the letters on to be an- 
swered.

LORENZ WAS DUE. 
MACHEN $25,000 


That Debt Explains the Remit- 
tances to Postal Official 


So Defense Alleges in the Postal 
Trial—In One Year Lorenz Re- 
ceived $12,500 as His 
Pert of the Sales 
of Fast2ners.

Mr. Carr 
further testified that Machen had sold 
out his interest to Lorenz in the bank 
there after accepting the single indorse- 
ment of George E. Lorenz. 

Barlier in the day, Diller P. Groff pro- 
duced various checks in favor of his 
brother as evidence he had paid him all 
that was due as his share of the profits. 
Mry Groff explained his failure to send 
remittances to Lorenz after November, 
1902, by the fact that the government 
still owed Groff Bros. $13,000, and that 
it was necessary to pay the manufac- 
turers of the fastener.

LEAK IN REPOR 


CAUSE OF SLUMP 
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Alleged Cotlon Bulls Fear the 
Government Statement 


Advance News of Report Alleged To 
Be Responsible for the Fell in 
Cotton — The Market Was 
Deluged with Selling 
Orders Yesterday. 


New York, February 3.—Brokers went 
home last night expecting exciting times 
in today’s cotton market, but they were 
| met with developments even more nerve- 
racking than they had expected. The 
market at the start was deluged with 
selling orders received over night, and 


prices wer@pforced down partly on talk 
that at last the bull campaign had come 
to anend. It seemed apparent that there 
was ho organized support to prices, and 
the trading ring was surrounded by a 
pushing throng of wildly excited brokers 
selling until March had been broken 
from {6.25 at the opening to 15.88, May 
from 16.65 to !I6 cents and July from 
16.65 to 16 eents. Then came a partial 
rally of 20 to 25 points, but there was 
no aggressive demand; and soon prices 
were again working downward in an ir- 
regular, jerking fashion. 

The decline was facilitated by heavy 
estimates for tomorrow's receipts and the 
bellef that pepular confidence is higher 
prices for cotton has been materially 
shaken by the developments of yester- 
day. It had’ been thought that the de- 
cline of over a cent a pound yesterday 
had shaken out the oytside long interest, 
but the recent advance of about 3%c per 
pound in little over two weeks had en- 
abled many outside to accumylate profits 
sufficient to protect their accounts. To- 
day, however, these holders seemed 
anxious to close out and save what they 
had left of their former winnings. 

Toward midday supporting orders from 
New Orleans came in rallying the market 
about 20 points from the lowcst. Trading 
at this level wag less active and senti- 
ment evidently very feverish and unset- 
tled. There was more or less buying on 
the reaction theory, and buying orders 
were received from New Orleans. There 
was scattered selling for long accounts, 
and it appeared that the bears were 
feeling more confident as a result of 
rumors that a leak in the forthcoming 
census bureau’s report had caused the 
sudden withdrawal] of local bull support. 

The market in the late trading showed

John Eastland, Plantation Owner, 
Slain by One of His Hands 


Halbert Also Killed Another Negro, 
and When Posse Arrived at Plan- 
tation a Second Negro Was 
Killed, Making Three Dead 
as Result of Row. 


« Doddsville, Miss., February 3.—A white 
man and two negroes are dead and 
posses are searching for three other ne- 
groes, with the avowed intention of 
lynching them, as the result of a diffi- 
culty today on the Eastland plantation, 
2 miles from this place. 

John Eastland, a wealthy plantation 
owner, and Albert Carr, a negro tenant, 
were killed today by Luther Holbert, a 
negro, in a shooting scrape which grew 
out of a difficulty between Eastland and 
Holbert. The tragedy occurred on East- 
land’s plantation and when news of it 
reached Doddsville, a posse was imme- 
diately organized. When the posse 4r- 
rived at the plantation further shoot- 
ing occurred and John Winters, a ne- 
gro, was killed. 

Holbert escaped and posses from Green- 
ville, Indianola, Cleveland and other 
points are searching for him and two 
other negroes who, it is charged, were 
implicated with him in the killing of East- 
land. The. negroes will probably be 
lynched if captured. 

Eastland was a member of a prominent 
family and relatives have offered large 
rewards for the capture of Holbert,

DECLARED CORPSE 
WAS HERMOTHER'S 


Unkoown Woman Found Dead 
in Macon Collage 


Georgia Halsey Visits Undertaker’s 
Place and Throws Herself Across 
Dead Woman, Declaring the 
Corpse Was That of 
Her Mother. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)—An 
unknown woman, still unidentified, was 
found dead in a cottage, near College 
street, efrly this morning. The body 
was turned over by the coroner to an 
undertaker for burial. During the morn- 
ing hour a number of people visited the 
undertaker’s apartments to look upon 
the face of the unknown dead. No one 
appeared to have a line leading to the 
identity of the unknown dead woman 
until shortly after | o'clock, when Geor- 
gia Halsey, one of a group actuated by 
curfosity, visited the undertaker’s rooms. 

The woman threw herself across ths 
cheap coffin and quickly became hysteri- 
cal. She declared the dead woman was 
her mother, and mhen reason asserted 
its sway she directed the undertaker to 
remove the body from the cheap coffin 
to prepare it properly for a decent burial 
in a more costly and suitable casket. 
The dead woman's home was at Dunbar, 
a small village some 6 miles from 
Macon. 

Dave Halsey, the son in law, was sent 
hurriedly to inform the Holsom family— 
that was Georgia Halsey’s maiden namg— 
of the death of Lou Holsom, and to 
announce the time of the funeral. He 
drove rapidly to Dunbar, carrying the 
sad intelligence ang went at first direct 
to the Holsom homestead. 

“Mother in Law Faced Him. 

In response to his knock upon the door, 
Lou Holsom responded herself, full of 
life, vigor and apparent good health. 

Halsey had looked upon the face of 
the dead woman in the undertaker's 
place and, like his wife, had not only 
shed tears, but had been positive and ab- 
solutely certain in his identification. Yet 
it was his mother in law who stood be- 
fore him. It was fever which seized 
Halsey and for a minute or so he was 
wholly speechless. Not a syllable could 
he utter. Neither could he move a mus- 
cle. When speech came to him he made 
known the situation and within two or 
three minutes every citizen of Dunbar 
had heard the story and congratulated 
the Holsom woman upon the fact she 
was not dead, 

Mother Holsom did not relish the story. 
She could not appreciate what to others 
was a great laughing joke. Her anger 
was aroused, and declaring she would 
sift the matter to the bottom, she an- 
nounced her intention of coming to tha 
city with her son in law. The mother’s 
arrival in full strength was ‘‘the coming 
back to life of the dead” to the daugh- 
ter. A number of residents near the 
Halsey home, who had known the Hol- 
som woman, and who had looked upon 
the face of the corpse in the undertaker’s 
shop, were equally surprised; in fact, 
dumbfounded.

The newspaper men are E. P. Howard, 
who claimed to have been representing 
the New York World; G. A. Bostwick, 
who represented himself as a member of 
the staff of the New York Tribune, and 
A. §S. Raines, who claimed to represent 
the New York Sun.

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metropolitan papers yesterday to the ef- 
fect that the men did not represent them, | 
and that they were probably fakirs. 

The three men claimed that they were , 
getting up a book about prominent peo- 
ple containing their photographs and a 
sketch for the benefit of a club for news- 
paper men in New York. It fs the same 
scheme that has been worked fully 
twenty times In the past year, and a 
similar scheme was recently unearthed ° 
by the New York Sun in Washington, 
where some cartoonists attempted a 
blackmail scheme. 

When the two men approached Prest- 
dent Tangaman, of the baking powder 
trust, they claimed to send out all of 
the sporting records and good things that 
he did, and sald that if he did any little 
thing while here that he did not care 
to have known, they would see that no 
papers printed it. 

In almost each instance the men asked 
$200 as their smallest charge, and the 
amount made society people unwittingly 
forget to be suspicious. 

The same men worked this scheme in 
Ormond two weeks prior to the auto 
tourmament, when numerously prominent 
people were in the town to see the races. 
It was there that young Vanderbilt was 
taken in. 

It is not thought that the victims will 
resort to the law on account of pub- 
licity that would be caused by it.

A few days ago The Constitution 
called attention to the startling epi- 
‘demic of negro criminality sweepinz 
over the north, more notably in the 
city of Philadelphia. Our article was 
immediately inspired by the local po- 
lice news in the Philadelphia dailies, 
whieh, during the space of a fortnight, 
reported more crimes committed by 
negroes in that proverbially quiet city 
than, we dare say, were committed 
within, two months by members of the 
Same race in any southern city. 

From The Philadelphia Public Led- 
ger. we glean some astounding facts 
on this head, in connection with the 
adjournment of the January term of 
the Quaker sessions court No. 1, in 
that city. This court tries the more 
serious crimes committed within the 
/ municipal limits, and the sentences 
imposed during the term were ‘com- 
puted to aggregate 250 years’ impris- 
onment. But we will let The Public 
| Ledger’s ‘local report illuminate the 
anomalous situation as regards negro 
criminality: 


More than three quarters of the 250 
years’ imprisonment was given negro con- 
victs. In more than one-half of all the 
cases tried In Court No. | this month the 
defendants were black. Nearly all those 
convicted of highway robbery and kindred 
crimes, such as purse snatching and other 
kinds of larceny, and burglary, were of 
the same color. A large percentagge of the 
negro convicts had recently come from 
southern states. Samuel Archer, the ne- 
gro murderer of Policeman John J. Don- 
ovan, who is awaiting sentence of death, 
is from Atlanta, Ga. 

The Public Ledger goes on with its 
Significant analysis: : 

Nearly all of the heavy sentences were 
imposed on negroes. The heaviest puish- 
ment, twenty years, was visited upon a 
negro; so was the ngxt Tieaviest; fifteen 
years. One white man was given ten 
years and another seven years, but all of 
the five five-year convicts and seven of 
the eight four-year convicts were negroes, 
More than two-thirds of the § eighteen 
three-year men were black, and both of 
the criminals given ‘two and one-half 
years, one o? whom was a woman, were 
of the same color. Of the nineteen con- 
victs who got two years considerably 
more than one-half were negroes, and the 
samé is true of the fourteen persons sent 
to jail for eighteen months. 

To be sent to he penitentiary a convict 
must get at least an eighteen months’ 
sentence. Of the thirty-nine penitentiary 
criminals at least thirty are negroes. 


Philadelphia criminologists are at a 
loss to account for the negro’s alarm- 
ing propensity to crime, and the only 
remedy they have thus far suggested 
is that the maximum punishment 
snould be imposed upon convicted ne- 
gro criminals. Statistics showing tne 
great predominance of negro convicts 
in the penal institutions of Pennsyl- 
vania, in comparison with their share 
01 population, have set the sociologists 
tu studying. Dr. J. F. Ohl, a. promi- 
nent member of the acting committee 
o* the Pennsylvania Prison Society, 
gives his views of the situation as fol- 
lows: 


It is true that the negro is more prone 
to crime than the white man, especially 
to those crimes directed against white 
persons. I do not attempt to account for 
the cause of this, but we have the results 
to deal with, and they are quite enough. 
We strike a difficulty at the outset be- 
cause we cannot distinguish against col- 
or, We cannot act under two separate 
laws. 

I am not a believer to such an, extent 
as some people in the deterrent theory, 
but in the case of the negro it seems to 
be effective. The theory is practically the 
infliction of such severe punishment as 
will deter others from similar crimes. 
There is, I believe, more fear i the negro 
than in the white man. It is very possible 
that heavy peralties may have more influ- 
ence in deterring the negro frdm commit- 
ting crime than it would with his white 
brother. 

In thig view of the case I say again I 
belfleve that the maximum punishment 
should in almost every case be inflicted. 
The real object of punishment is the pro- 
tection of socie#ly, and when it is found 
that a person is not safe to sociaty when 
he is at Hberty he ought to be perma- 
nently segregated from society. This ap- 
plied not only to the negro race, but to 
the habitual grimingi of any race. 

In my work in the eastern penitentiary 
I have met negroes who said they never 
intended to work, even when their term 
of imprisonment was over, and when lib- 
erated would return to their evil habits, 
which could lead nowhere but to a prig- 
on’s doors. Such men as these should be

Negroes should not be allowed to aspire 
to an equality with the whites, and, while 
they should be educated, their training 
should be of an industrial nature, such as 
Booker Washington ts conducting for his 
people. 

So far as I know of conditions In the 
south, a great deal of the crime there to- 
day ig due to the fact that negroes are 
left too much to themselves and become 
loafers, as it were. 


The last two paragraphs of Dr. Ohl’s 
diagnosis of the case really contain 
the milk in the cocoanut. There is no 
doubt that an industrial education 
for the negro improves his morals anc 
manners and lessens his propensity to 
crime. The negro who is schooled in- 
dustrially is infinitely less likely “to 
aspire to an equality with the whites” 
socially, for the reason that he has 
been taught the dignity of labor and 
has no false pride about doing: the 
work it is within his social and intel- 
lectual sphere to perform. Industrial- 
ly educated, he can obtain remunera- 
tive employment—in the south, if not 
in the north. Insofar as education can 
sclve the aggravated criminal phase of 
the so-called negro problem, our north- 
ern friends will find that manual 
training is vastly more practical anj 
productive of results. 

Dr. Ohl is correct in his conjectura 
that idleness, the result of sheer lazi- 
ness, is responsible for the bulk of 
negro crimes in the south. The recog- 
nition of this fact has caused the 
}southern states to pass most stringent 
vagrancy laws, and this wise legal 
provision has done much toward mip- 
imizing the crimes of negroes in this 
section, forcing many idlers into em- 
ployment and others into the chain- 
gang or exile. 

A writer in The Philadelphia North 
American concludes that idleness 
among the Philadelphia negroes is the 
fundamental reason for their promi- 
nence as criminals. There are two 
obvious reasons why so many of the 
negro inhabitants of the Quaker City 


in his double-jointed patronymic. 
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menial occupations are open to the ne- 
gro there, and-in the8e he has aggres- 
sive white competition. In mechan- 
ical pursuits, where a manual training 
should benefit him, he is not permit- 
ted to take employment at all, owing 
to race prejudice and trade union op- 
position... The #econd reason is that 
the negroes themselves in the north 
scorn industrial schools as reflecting 
on their higher capacities, receiving a 
smattering of a literary education in 
the public schools and sitting down in 
envious idleness, refusing to take ser- 
vants’ places or the humbler occupa- 
tionsethat are alone open to them. 

Dr. Edward Brooks, superintendent 
of the Philadelphia city schools, en- 
courages the local negroes in their 
contempt for the honest labor open to 
them by referring in a letter in The 
Public Ledger to “the menial posi- 
tions in society which, to a great ex- 
tent, must cause a loss of that self- 
respect which is needed for a\life of 
virtue and industry.” The superin- 
tendent goes on to say: 

Many of the negro children, however, 
geem to lack that incentive for study that 
we find among the majority of the white 
children. ... % 

Several yexgs ago I recommended to the 
board of education that manual training 
be introduced into one of our schools com- 
posed almost exclusively of negro chil- 
dren, and this would have been done but 
for the opposition of some of the repre- 
sentatives of this class. A committee of 
the board gave a hearing on the subject 
to a delegation of negro people,. whose op- 
position to the project was so decided, 
and even bitter—one of the principal ob- 
jections being that it would be an unfair 
discrimination against the negro children 
—that the whale matter was dropped. 

The editorial columns of The Pub- 
lic Ledger point out that the increase 
of crime among the negro race is not 
among the residents of Philadelphia, 
but “is due to the large immigration 
from the south, where they do not 
have the educational advantages af- 
forded in Philadelphia.” 

Superintendent Brooks cautiously 
depreeates the “mixed school” sys- 
tem of Philadelphia in the following 
advice to the negroes to flock together 
educationally: 

The board of education, wisely, in my 
judgment, opens its schools to all racts 
indiscriminately, but in some cases it has 
already organized sckpols specially for 
negro children, under negro teachers; and 
wherever such schools have been estab- 
lised, they have proved successful; and 
my advice to the negro people, to urge 
the establishment of more of such schools 


therefore is bgsed on sound pedagogical 
as well as practical reasons. 


This last quotation is significant and 
may embody much of the reason why 
Philadelphia has at present an aggra- 
vated “race problem” on her hands. 
Negro children who attend the public 
schools on an equality with white chil- 
Adren ‘are not going to fit themselves 
for, or be willing to perform, the 
“menial” labor which alone is open to 
them in Philadelphia, and, relapsing 
into vicjeus idleness, after leaving 
school, it is not so strange that they 
recruit the criminal element of the 
city. We must take with a large grain 
of salt The Public Ledger’s assertion 
that the south is furnishing the in- 
creased criminality among Philadel- 
phia negroes. If our vagrant exiles 
are invading the Pennsylvania me- 
tropolis, our advice to the Philadel- 
phians would be to give more atten- 
tion to drastic vagrancy laws than to 
mixed schools. 

The educational problem aside, our 
northern friends are going to have to 
emulate the south in giving the hon- 
est, willing, trained negro a chance to 
work at the mechanical trades on 
equal terms with the white craftsman, 
if they find a means of justly dispos- 
ing of their surplus negro population. 

Republican Pledges. 

If the democratic leaders are wise, 
the repubiicans will have the opportu- 
nity to answer some very disagreeable 
and embarrassing questions before the 
campaign is over.

dlestick-makers would take a day off 
when the time came and try by every 
means in their power to place the 
republican party in power. 

The appeals of the orators and edi- 
tors were successful. The voters of 
the country, confident that out of a 
multitude of promisés some would be 
carried out, cast their ballots in such 
a way as to give the republicans a con- 
siderable majority. That fact gave 
the party a glorious opportunity to re- 
deem its platform pledges, an oppor- 
tunity that everybody thought would 
be greedily seized. But, from the last 
day of the campaign down to the pres- 
ent hour no one has heard a word 
from a responsible republican source 
with respect to the pledges with which 
the platform bristled. 

The party received that which it de- 
sired—place and power—and never 
gave a second thought to the promises

The New England Conscience. 

One of the saddest developments of 
our day and time is the fact that the 
justly celebrated New England con- 
science no longer possesses the influ- 
ence that once made it powerful. 
Only the other day, when reference 
was made in the house to somie protest 
or other made by the Yale professors. 
Mr. Grosvenor gavé utterance to a 
loud expression of contempt and impa- 
tience; and though he later disclaim- 
ed any intention of the sort, he was 
a little too late for the disclaimer to 
have any effeet. The house under- 
stood him, and indulged in a roar of 
laughter, and the most serious thing 
about it was that the laughter was 
wholly sympathetic. 

The truth is, the statesmen from the 
east do not measure up to the old 
standards of uncompromising ferocity 
in the presence of measures against 


'whichsth2ir conscience warns them. 


Their motives have become as queer 
a mixture as a London-made cocktail; 
their party has ceme to be more im- 
portant than their conscience, and if 
they have any higher law than party 
policy, the public never hears of it. 

The well-known attitude of Mr 
Hoar is a case in point. He is always 
quick to see the morality, or the lack 
of it, involved in every public ques- 
tion, but when he has made a speech 
or two that is the end of the matter, 
so far as he is concerned. Indeed, his 
attitude is so peculiar that it has be- 
come a matter of international com- 
ment, and a newspaper so remote 
from the scene of his activities as Le 
Temps, of Paris, has “caught on,” in 
the slang of the day, to the fact that 
his conscience is by no means danger- 
ous to any of the schemes of his party, 
whether in the Philippines or in Pan- 
ama, 

Mr. Hoar, it will be remembered. 
was hotly opposed.to ; hat tne modern 
New England statesmen call imperial- 
ism, and the only thing that recoiled 
him to that policy was the fact that 
Mr. McKinley was such a lovable man. 
This argument was original, but when 
you come to consider it closely it is 
unanswerable. Le Temps, which has 
taken occasion to comment on the 
venerable New Engiand politician, has 
come to the conclusion that Mr. Hoar 
“passes his life feeling and expressing 
scruples which somehow always calm 
themselves before the psychological 
moment arrives when the vote is to 
be cast.” The comment of the Paris 
paper is based on the fact that Mr. 
Hoar asked a multitude of curious and 
irritating questions with respect to re- 
cent events in Panama. 

The trouble with Mr. Hoar, and oth- 
er republicans of his class—which in- 
cludes the editor of The Nation—is 
that they depend on the democrats to 
look after the morals of their party. 
This is such a large order, however, 
that it would leave the democrats time 
for nothing else; and yet, we are told 
by these conservators of morals, who 
are likewise republican partisans, that 
the democrats are wildly wrong if 
they think they can vote for the rati-

reason, the democrats should be held 
responsible for what the administra- 
tion has not done, not only this year, 
but every other year.

Roosevelt’s Pension Bill. 
(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 

It would seem that in thé Night of a 
pension roll of $140,000,000 a year, near- 
ly forty years after the close of the civil 
war, nobody would have the conacicnce 
or the face to advocate any further en- 
largement of this iniquitous drain upon 
the resources of the country; but it is 
ncw declared that President Roosrvelt is 
heartily in favor of a proposed serv;ce 
pension law whieh would take in every- 
kody who ever rendered service in the 
union armies at any time who has not 
been able to break into the pension crib 
under any of.the numerous avenues of 
fraud so far opened up. 

This will probably increase the annual 
pension. roll, in’ the opinion of The New 
York Sun, to $200,000,000 a year. It 
would be interesting to know what Presi- 
dent Garfield would have thought of the 
courso of the pension business if he had 
survived until the modern developments 
and enlargements of the system began 
to get in their work. In 1872, only seven 
years after the close of the war, when 
the pension disbursements had reached. 
$30,169,341, General Garfield, a war vet- 
eran and a congressman, declared: 

“We may reasonably expect that the 
expenditures for pensions will hereafter 
Steadily decrease unless our legislation 
should be unwarrantably extravagant.”’ 

Instead of decreasing, the amount has 
increased nearly five times, and now an- 
Other wholesale assault on the treasury 
is proposed.

“UNCLE REMUS” HELD 
BY HIS OWN TARBABY 


«Sidney Ormond in The Memphis News.) 
The reappearance in newspaper work 
of Joel Chandler Harris, better Known 
to the literary public Dy the sobriquet 
of “Uncle Remus,” is an event of more 


only to the south, but the whole country 
as well. 

It only goes to prove a time-worn the- 
ory—that the smell of printers’ irk, par- 
ticularly that aroma which arises from 
the strenuous activity of a daily newspa- 
per, Ance it thoroughly permeates a man's 
nostrils, infects him with a species of 
Sraphomania from which he can never 
hope to escape. 

Newspaper work has been aptly de- 
scrided as the “tar baby” of the profes- 
sions. This phrase, if I mistake not, 
was fathered by a lifelong friend of Joel 
Chandler Harris, who has since gone to 
his reward. In the light of after events 
Pit takes on a new significance and seems 
peculiarly prophetic. It was “Uncle Re- 
mus’’ who jmmortalized the “tar baby” 
in his inimitable dialect stories of anli- 
mals, and it is ‘‘Uncle Remus” who, after 
forswearing newspaper work forever and 
a day, 
hard and fast to a metaphorical tar baby 
from which there is no possible escape. 
(Now that he is back in harness Once 
again, the chances are that he will stick 
to his post until “30 comes over the 
celestial wire and the earthly “form” of 
the last edition is ‘‘closed’’ for eternity. 

Some three or four years ago Joel Chand- 
ler Harris, after thirty-odd years of con- 
tinuous editorial work on The Atlanta 
Constitution—work which was only a frac- 
tion ag his dally activity, for during that 
time he wrote numerous short storfes, es- 
Says and novels, which have made his 
name a hosehold word—decided that it 
was about time for him to retire. His 
literary work was bringing him in an 
assured income; he could cOmmand his 
own price for his wares; he was grow- 
ing old (or imagined he was, which often 
amounts to the same thing) what 
more natural than the decision to take 
things easy—to remove himself from the 
daily kaleidoscope which never gives a 
Man time for rest. Evidently he thought 
it a wise plan. Certainly his friends did. 
They wondered why he had not done so 
long before. 

And in that quiet and unobtrusive way 


so, 


ut of newspaper work and retired to 
the peace and comfort of his home in 
West End, where, untroubled by the ever 
changing events of the day, he could de- 
vote himself to his home, his children 
and his garden. It was some weeks be- 
fore the event became known. Naturally 
the news value of the story was made 
manifest in articles which appeared all 
over the country, and one particularly 
enterprising reporter actuilly managed to 
get an interview from him—something he 
had never submitted to before. Then came 
several years in which Joel Chandler Har- 
rs was a stranger to The Constitution 
Office and the business streets of Atlanta. 
He.only came to town on rare occasions 
—occasions prompted by the fact that he 
had run ehort of his favorite brand of 
tobacco. This interval was devoted to 
the writing of stories and the mapping 
out of a noval which has never appeared, 
but which some day may be heralded as 
the long-looked for ‘‘American novel."’ 

And now “Uncle Remus” finds that he 
was mistaken. The Constitution “tar 
baby” was part and parcel of his own 
creaffon; and there he is, eticking fast 
in its clutches; but ,I venture to say, 
happy and contented and making no ef- 
fort to get away. 

Joel Chandler Harris is an unique char- 
acter ir southern newspaper work, just 
as he is an unique figure in literature. 
It is not exaggeration to say that less is 
known of his personality than that of any 
man who has occupied the same position 
in the American world of letters. This is 
exactly as he would have it. He Is {n- 
nately modest and retiring to the point 
of absolute timidity. The praise of the 
multitude does not appeal to him. He dis- 
likes notoriety. Fluent of pen, he is mute 
of speech and has a habit of crawling into 
his shell like his own Brer Terrapin, at 
the very time you are most anxious to 
coax him out. It were about as difficult 
to lionize him as would be the metamor- 
phosis ofa lamb. None of this is affecta- 
tion—it {s simply an inseparable part of 
Joel Chandler Harris, one of the most 
lovable of men, the most delicate of lii- 
erary artists and a writer who gets closer 
to the beauties of the apparently inconse- 
quential things of life than any one of 
whom I know. 

It hag been my pleasure to meet Joel 
Chandler Harris on many occasiuns, to 
dine at his house and to spend the night 
under his hospitable roof. I recall each 
occasion distinctly and with a rare de- 
gree of pleasure. But I cannot say. that 
I know him. I doubt if any one does, out- 
side of his immediate family. He has 
the faculty of perception sharpened to a 
needle point. He sees through every- 
thing, takes in everything and _ gives 
out nothing save that glow of kindliness 
and lovableness of which I have spoken. 
He is the best and most patient iistener 
in the world. He will laugh heartily at 
your time-worn and tattered jokes; you 
may talk of his books and ask him ques- 
tions innumerable, but you will leave him 
at the end of an hour knowing nothing 
more of the real man than when you met 
him. You may rack your brain trying to 
think of something fhe said, but it is a 
hopeless task. You recall his manner and 
its appealing suggestiveness of some- 
thing he felt and possibly wanted to say, 
but the words wefe left unspoken. You 
feel all that and more, and it gives you 
a vague sense of unrest. 

This characteristic is not the result of 

habit. It is innate. You can find no fault 
with it, for you insiantly recognize it as 
sincere. 
-One would think that this very pecu- 
liarity would make a character sketch of 
“Uncle Remus’ compafratoively easy, but 
I have yet to see any description of him 
which possesses the remotest degree of 
verisimilitude. You may catch the at- 
mosphere of his home life; you can de- 
scribe his habits and his personal ap- 
pearance, but that’s about all. 

When I started this article I intended 
that it should be in a measure “antido- 
tal’’ for many that have appeared, but I 
find it as impossible as others have to 
give anything like a convincing refection 
of the man. And, like the others who 
have tried and failed, I find myself faling 
back on reminiscences of his habits and 
peculiarities. 

Although for years an editorial writer 
for The Constitution, ‘“‘Uncle Remus” was 
a stranger to a majority of the local] and 
editorial staff, many of whom had never 
seen him. His work was done at home 
and he seldom came to the office except 
to get the exchanges and to consult with 
the editor. His methods of writing are 
peculiar. His editorial writing is 
done in the morning and his copy is ready 
to send to the office at the noon hour. 
The afternoon is devoted to literary work.

Who Announces His Decision Not, 
To Offer for Congress Again on 
Account of Jil Health. 
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GORDON LEE IN RACE 
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. GORDON LEE,

trict. 
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Popular Congressman from the Seventh To Leave 
National Legislature on Aecount of Ill Health. 
In Atlanta Yesterday. 


Congressman John W. Maddox, of the 
seventh congressional district, has decid- 
ed not to enter the race’ for reelection 
this year. Judge Maddox announced yes- 
terday that he would retire from the race 
on account of the condition of hig health, 
and this announcement will be received 
with regret by his friends all over the 
State. 

Judge Maddox was in Atlanta yester- 
day stopping at the Kimball house, on 
his way from Washington to his home at 
Rome. It was while here that he gave 
out his card announcing his determina- 
tion to keep out of the race. Judge 
Maddox left the city last night for Rome 
with the members of his family, where 
he expects to rest for several days be- 
fore returning to his duties in Washing- 
ton. 

“Yes, it is true that I have decided not 
to run again for congress,’’ said Judge 
Maddox to a representative of The Con- 
stitution just before he left the city yes- 
terday. “My physicians have informed 
me that I must either rest and seek a 
more healthful climate than that of 
Washington, or take the consequences, 
which would be serious. I would like to 
go back to Washington, but under these 
circumstances, of course, it is my duty 
to my family and to myself to retire 
after the present congress has concluded 
its labors.”’ 

Gordon Lee Has Announced. 

Senator Gordon Lee, of the forty-fourth 
district, one of the best known mengpers 
of the present Georgia senate, has for 
some months been a candidate for con- 
gress, and the announcement of the re- 
tirement of Judge Maddox leaves Sena- 
tor Lee the only can;date in the field. 

Gordon Lee's home is at Chickamauga, 
in Walker county. The announcement of 
his candidacy for congressional honors in 
the seventh was made before the adjourn- 
ment of the last session of the legisla- 
ture. His formal card was sent over 
the district a week ago. During the past 
few weeks he has been quietly making a 
canvass of the mountain counties and has 
already practically completed a tour of 
the district. Senator Lee, who was a ris- 
itor to Atlanta yesterday, stated that his 
canvass of the district would continue 


uninterrupted until the day of the elec- 
tion. 


Judge Maddox’s Card. 

Judge Maddox’s card in which, he an- 
nounces his retirement from the race is 
as follows: 

‘To the People of the Seventh Congres- 
sional] District: Last spring I stated in 
good faith that I .expected to be a can- 
didate for reelection for congress; but 
that statement was based upon the 
hope that during the summer and fall 
vacation my health would be fully re- 
stored by the opening of the fifty-eighth 
session of congress. The last two months, 
however, have demonstrated to me that 
I was mistaken. I have been a@ constant 
sufferer from neuralgia and rheumatism 
for many years. Eleven winters spent 
in the climate of Washington have ag- 
gravated my troubles, and this winter 
more so ithan ever. I have been advised 
that I cannot hope for any improvement 
until I, for a time at least, spend a win- 
ter or two in a warmer climate. Feeling 
this to be true, I now at this early date 
make known the fact that I will not be 
a candidate for reelection. IT have come 
to this conclusion because I am _  con- 
vinced that it is a duty IT owe my family 
and myself. After deliberate considera- 
tion, I now want to say that it is with 
the greatest reluctance that I make this 
announcement. 

**T fully realize and appreciate the high 
honor that you have conferred upon me 
by giving me a longer service {fn con- 
gress than any other man from the dis- 
trict. More especially do I appreciate 
the assurances that have «ome to me 
frem all parts of the district that you 
stand ready to give me your support 
again,

IN CIVIL WAR 


Important Report Was Made 


—' Yesterday To Roster Com- 


missign. 


Hon. Mark A. Hardin, who has been 
engaged in making up the roster ef the 
various Georgia commands which served 
in the civil war, made an important and 
an interesting report yesterday to the 
Georgia roster commission, which met 
in Governor Terrell’s office. 

The members of this commission are 
Governor Terrell, Pension Commissioner 
Lindsey, Adjutant General Harris and 
General Clement A. Evans. General John 
B. Gordon was a member of the com- 
mission, and ‘this last letter was written 
to give his reasons for not being able 
to attend a meeting on January !. Ap- 
propriate resolutions relating to his 
death were adopted by the commission 
at yesterday’s meeting. 

Mr. Hardin reported that he had found 
in the office of the adjutant generaland 
Among other old records at the capitol, 
the skeletons of sixty infantry regi- 
ments, eight cavalry troops, three bat- 
talions of artillery and five regiments of 
state reserves, that served in the war 
from Georgia. There are six infantry 
regiments, six cavalry troops and eight 
batteries Bf artillery, which have never 
been copied from the records and papers 
now on file in Washington. No records 
were found of any Georgia militia. 

Mr. Hardin was directed to continue 
his searches and compilation of the ros- 
ter. It was also decided to have Mr. Har- 
din send the blanks or skeletons of the 
companies which went from. certain 
counties to the agents appointed in these 
counties, with a view to getting all the 
names possible of those who belonged to 
them. The counties which will be work- 
ed up in this way, and those who will 
do the work are as follows: 

Sumter, John A. Cobb: Chatham, P. 
McGlashan; Richmond, Salem Dutcher; 
Forsyth, A. J. Julian: Clarke, A. IL.

London, February 3.—The Liberal un- 
ionists at their executive council here to- 
day decided to maintain their organiza-

tion. The meeting was to discuss the sit- 
uation arizing from the publication Janu- 
ary lItth, of the correspondence between 
Joggph Cahmberlain and the Duke of 
D@onshire, formerly lord of the present 
council. 

Mr. Chamberlain presided and made a 
speech setting forth the n&acgssity of the 
existence of the association. He said noth- 
ing had happened to in any way interfere 
with its futur@ usefulness and added that 
the danger which the association was 
combat could only disappear 
‘by a declaration of the Irish party that 
they had abandoned all hope of their in- 
tention of converting GreatgBritain to 
home rule. 

Only two members voted against the 
resolution providing for the maintenance 
the association. Another resolution 
instructed the councdl to assist the liberal 
unionist candidates without regard to 
their opinions on the fiscal question, the 
only qualification necessary being the 
readiness to support Premier Balfour. 

Only Home Rule Will Satisfy. 

“For the Irish party, there is no such 
thing as an alternative policy to home 
rule,’’ declared John Redmond, the lead- 
er of the Irish parliamentary party in the 


of 


house of commons today, as he resumed 
the debate on the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne. Mr. Red- 
tiond proceeded, in a speech of great 
length, to detail the various grsevanceés 
of Ireland, incidentally informing the lib- 
erals._that it was a delusion to suppose 
they could count on Irish support by 
promising an alternative policy to home 
rule. 

Because the Irish obtained 
act last year remedying some of 
evils of. past government, some 
seemed to think that the Irish question 
was shelved, but no concession could 
weaken the demand for self-government. 
On the contrary, every concession they 
had obtained or might obtain will be 
used for the furtherance of the contest 
for home rule. 

The Irish would rather govern them- 
selves badly than be governed by another 
nation. He severely attacked the gov- 
ernment’s attitude of education in Ire- 
land, describing it as grossly absurd and 
iTreparably harmful to the youth of Ire- 
land.

For the purpose of inspecting the site 
upon which the Louisville and Nashvilie 
and other railroads desire making 
Chanzas and’ improvements, council's 
committee on streets, of which Alderman 
W. M. Terry is chairman, and the bridge 
committee, of which Councilman A. C. 
Bruce is chairman, will meet this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. It is probable that 
the inspection will eonsume several 
hours. 

The members of the committees desire 
becoming thoroughly familiar with the 
locality befére they commerce hearing 
arguments for and against allowing the 
railroads to make the improvements de- 
sired by them. The proposal of the roads 
was referred to the two committees aur- 
ing the last session of council. 

One of the improvements suggested in 
connection with the changes that the 
railroads desire making is a Washing- 
ton street viaduct, stretchipg from the 
northern end of Washington street, 
across the railroad tracks, over Collins 
Street, across Decatur street and over 
Courtiand street as far as Gilmer street. 

In support of this proposition a pe- 
tition, signed by a large number of citi- 
zens, has been presented to council, ‘Lhe 
petition is as rollows: 

“To the Honorable;Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta.—Gentle- 
men: We, the undersigned citizens of the 
city, seeing the urgesdt and pressiuis 
necessity tor the buliding of a viaduct, 
extending from the north end of Wash- 
ington street to some point on the north 
side of the railroad, most respectfully pe- 
tition your honorable body for the buiid- 
ing of such a viaduct, 

“The construction of this Viaduct, as 
has been suggested by tne bridge cOi.u- 
mittee of the last council, would greatly

Chicago, February 3.—Members of the 
University of Chicago faculty may crit- 
icise at will, favorably or, otherwise, the 
action of John D. Rockefeller, the insti- 
tution’s most libera] benefactor, without 
fear of dismissal. This announcement 
was made by President Harper to the 
Senior class at the university today, in 
response to a question.

At that time the yniversity 
issued a statement that every man was 
entitled to free speech. The university 
is above such things as interfering with 
a man’s right of speech.”

KAISER’S VOICE

It Will Be First Deposit in 
the Phonetic Records at 
Harvard, 


Berlin, February 3.--A phonographic 
record of Emperor William’s voice on 
metal matrices wil] be the first deposit 
made in the phonetic archives that are 
to be kept at Harvard university and in 
the congressional library and the national 
museum at Washington. 

Dr. Edward W. Scripture, who secured 
the matrices from the emperor, said: 

“The phonetic archives are to include 
records from such persons as will pre- 
sumably have permanent historical] inter- 
est for America. The importance of the 
undertaking can be estimated by consid- 
ering what would have been the present 
value of voice records by Demosthenes, 
Shakespeare or Emperor William the 
Great. I wish to record his majesty’s 
voice as the first European record de- 
posited in the archives.”’ 

The first cylinder, made especially for 
Harvard university, contained observa- 
tions Of Frederick the Great. The other 
was a short disquisition on “Fortitude in 
Pain.’’ 

These archives of voices are said to be 
the first instituted for historical pur-

WHY THE PACOLET 
STOPPED WORK 


High ie-of Colton and Lov 
Price of Goods, 


Agreement With Operatives To Pay 
Half Time, Give House Rent 
Free‘and To Furnish Phy- 
sician and Medi- 
cines, 


Gainesville, Ga., February 4.—(Special.) 
The Pacolet mil} at New Holland, as 
forecasted in The Constitution, was 
closed down Saturday night last for-an 
indéfinite period. The cause of the mill 
shutting down is due to the high price of 
cotton and the low price of goods. Just 
how long the mill will remain idle no one 
ca nsay. If the price of cotton goes 
down the mill "may open up any day; if 
the price of goods stays down the mill 
may not open up again until the new 
crop of cotton comes in. 

The statement that the mill has been 
operating at a loss is erroneous. It now 
has on hand thousands of bales of 
goods, which have advanced in price 
since manufactured from 5 to 8 cents 
per pound. That is to say, the goods 
were manufactured out of cheap cotton 
—cotton that sold for 7% and 8 cents— 
and the price has advanced on the goods 
since the cotton was spun from 5 cents 
per pound to.8 cents per pound, giving 
the company a net profit today of 3 
cents per pound. But the company does 
not choose 'to take this profit of 3 
cents—it is holding its enormous stock 
of goods for a still better price, and will 
continue to hold until the price of spot 
eotton goes down, or until the new crop 
comes in. And it can afford to do so for 
the réason that it has enough profit in 
its stock to pay its usual dividends. 

Besides this, the company now has on 
hand 3,000 bales of cotton which cost on 
an average of It! cents per pound. This 
cotton can be sold today at a profit of 6 
cents per pound. ‘I‘hree thousand bales 
of cotten, averaging 450 pounds each, is 
1,350,000 pounds, which, at 6 cents 
profit, will net the company $81,000. A 
profit 6f 6 cents a pound on spot cotton, 
and a profit of 3% cents per pound on 
cotton goods does not look like operating 
at a very big loss. 

The company's reason for shutting 
down is that the cotton market is wild 
an d uncertain, and it might be danger- 
ous for the mill to continue operations 
and get its share of cotton. It already 
has its usual profit in hand, and some- 
times it is the better part of wisdom to 
let well enough alone. 


Agreement With Operatives. 

As to the exact status of the gree- 
ment with the Operatives, Victor M. Mont- 
gomery, president of the Pacolet com- 
pany, when seen by a Constitution man, 
said: 

“Owing to the present conditions, high 
we 
find that it is not profitable for us to 
kxep Our mills here in operation, so we 
have decided to close dCwn for an indefi- 
nite period. But in doing so, we want to 
do the best that we possibly can for our 
help, who have had faith enough in our 
enterprise to bring their families: here 
for the purpose of making a living. As 
We are desirous that they will still have 
the same faith in us and remain just 
where they are, we make them the fol- 
iowing proposition: 

“We propose te pay half time (based 
on the earnings for the past two or three 
months) to all who remain, giving the 
house rent free, and will furnish the ser- 
vices of our physician; Dr. Downey, with 
the usual drugs, as furnished by him, 
free of any cost whatever to the people 
occulpying houses belonging to our com- 
pany. We will also.grant permission to 
the people, who desire to do so, of secur- 
ing work elsewhere, provided they remain 
in their present homes and report to our 
office once a week, We mean by this, 
where children are sent off to work in 
other places the heads of the families 
remaining here can report to the office 
insiead of the children, thereby saving 
the expense they would incur by return. 
ing home once a week. 

“We wish to state further, that we 
shall expect all people receiving such 
help from us to hold themselves in readi- 
ness to resume their present work as soon 
as we can find that we can start up and 
operate the mill without too disastrous 
results, 

“We beg to say that we make the above 
statement in good faith and expect to 
live up to it, and will now say most pos- 
itively that when the mill does resume 
operation ‘that it will be done on the 
same basis as we have been working 
for the past several months, and that 
there will be no collections made on the 
resumption of work for tha money, rent 
and physician's services during the shut- 
down.”’

WHITNEY DIED 


He Sank Rapidly After the 
Anesthetic Was Ad- 
ministered, 


New York, February 3.—It was decided 
today that the funeral of the late Wii- 
liam C, Whitney will take place on Fri- 
day morning at 10 o'clock at Grace 
church. Admission to the church will 
be by caraé; as the capacity.of the build- 
ing is limited The interment will be at 
Woodlawn cemetery, for which a special 
train will leave the Grand Central sta- 
tion after the services at’ the church. 

Septicdemia wag the immediate cause 
of the death of Mr. Whitney, The toxin 
which produced peritonitis following the 
operation for appendicitis gradually 
spread through the tissues of the body 
until it reached the brain cells, when 
there was paralysis and death. 

The physicians had concluded to open 
the superficial wound and examine the 
area from which the pus was absorbed 
by the drain inserted’ after the operation. 
It was impossible to make this examina- 
tion without putting the patient under 
the influence of an anaesthetic on ac- 
eount of the great pain. Ether was ad- 
ministered, the wound was opened. and 
the jower part examined. Before the ex- 
amination was concluded it wags noticed 
that Mr. Whitney was sinking. The ad-

So Bryan Tells the Legislators 
@ Kentucky, 


Nebraskan Charges That Corpora- 
tions Compassed Goebel’s Death. 
Bryan Attacks Watterson, ~ 
Cleveland and the 
Reorganizers. 


Frankfort, Ky., February 3.—William 
Jennings Bryan spoke tonight by invi- 
tation of the Kentucky legislature to a 
crowd that filled the Capital theater, 
while many were turned away. 

Mr. Bryan was introduced tonight by 
Governor Beckham, who, in presenting 
him, said that, though twice defeated, 
he was the best loved citizen in public 
life. 

Mr. Bryan was warmly received. Be- 
fore he spoke,, the lights were turned 
out for an instant, and as they returned 
a life size picture of William Goebel came 
into view, which wag cheered. 

Mr.Bryan, in his address, compared 
Henry Watterson, the Louisville editor, 
to the Greek character in “‘Quo Vadis,”’ 
who, after a Hfe of crime, repented and 
said, “I, too, am a Christian.’’ He said 
he hoped Watterson would yet repent and 
be a democrat. , 

Referring to Goebel, Mr: Bryan said 
his murder was encompassed by corporate 
influences that had determined he should 
never be governor. He said the man 
who wrote Goebel he should never he 
governer is alive now and his name 18 
mentioned in connection with the chair- 
manship of the democratic. national com- 
mittee. ; 

He devoted some time to Grover Cleve- 
land, saying McKinley’s indictment of 
Cleveland, in which he said Cleveland 
made money the master of man, he be- 
lieved was correct:y drawn. 


organization of the democratic party, 
because he did not want the party to 
take the chance of feJting mto the hands 
of the money power. Commercialism in 
politics was the greatest menace to the 
country. He said he heard of one pre- 
cinct in Delaware, where all the votes 
were bought, and one auctioned off 
brought $50. 

He said: the money question was no 
more dead now than it was in 1896, and 
discussed at length trusts and monopo- 
lies that he said are being fostered un- 
der the republican policy.

“The runaway couple had started for 
San Francisco, and according to caic- 
lations of the detective, had just about 
reached Denver. He made further in- 
quiries and ascertained that they would 
reach Denver on a certain evening. But 
he made no effort to have them appre- 
hended. Instead he sent a telegram 
something like this:

MONEY QUESTION (ST. LOUIS LOKN 


CAUSES FHT 


Certain Senators Bitterly Opposed 
the Additional Appropriation 


Bailey, of Texas, Leads the Fight 
Against the Loan — Tillman 
Styles Such Use of the 
Public Money cs a 

atcal, 


Washington, February 3.—After almost 
allowing the amendment to the urgent de- 
ficiency appropriation bill providing for 
a loan of $4,600,000 to the St. Louis ex- 
position to go through without any dis- 
cussion whatever, the senag® today chang- 
ed its tactics just as the vote was about 
to be taken and entered upon a debate on 
the loan provision which continued for 
about four hours and which was still in 
progress when the senate adjourned for 
the day. 

The debate was precipitated by a point 
of order made against the amendment by 
Mr. Bailey, who supported his point with 
a speech based on the theory that the 
national government was not, as such, 
concerned with the success or failure of 
any exposition. He was supported by Mr. 
Lodge and Mr. Elkins, while speeches 
were made in support of the amendment 
by Messrs. Hale, Allison, Cockrell, Spoon- 
er, McComas and others. 

Mr. Tillman said he wanted to say 
something on this “‘loan or gift,’’ the lat- 
ter he thought, as it was not likely that 
the government would ever get anything 
back. In the course of his remarks he 
said South Carolina had a share of the 
“steals” that had been secured by other 
cities and he had helped to get it. What 
he meant was that this expenditure of 
money was unlawful and _ unconstitu- 
tional. 

Mr. Spooner remarked that the senator 
from South Carolina had put himself on 
record as participating in a steal. 

Tillman on Steals. 

“What I mean,” declared Mr. Tillman, 
“is that when congress takes money from 
the people and gives it away for exposi- 
tions it amounts to a steal. What I want 
to know is how far we are to go and 
how much longér we are to participate 
in-—’’ 

Hfere Mr. Tillman hesitated. 

“Steals,’’ interjected Mr. Spooner. 

‘Yes, steals,”’ said Mr. Tillman, 
antly. 

Mr. Bacon said that as he intended to 
vote for the amendment he did not want 
the impression to go out that it was in 
the wreng. He thought the appropriation 
a proper one. In reply to a question from 
Mr.. Bailey, he said that abstractly he 
did not indorse the principle, and that if 
the practice of giving aid to expositions 
Was now betig initiated he would oppose 
the prfictice. But in view of what had 
been done in the past he considered it not 
out of place to make the appropriation, 

Mr. Elkins suggest# that better secur- 
ity should be given than the amendment 
requires and made an argument for what 
he called business methods. He called at- 
tention to the fact that there is an immli- 
nent possibility of a deficit of $40,000,000 
in the treasury. ‘‘Where is the money 
coming from? Are we going to take it 
from the rivers and harbors?” he asked. 

Mr. Cockrell said there could be little 
doubt. that the money would be refunded 
as the provision gives a lien on the entire 
proceeds. ‘‘I want it distinctly under- 
stood,’’ he said, ‘‘that this Is not a gift, 
but a loan, which I believe will be re- 
turned.” 

Will Go on Forever, Says Bailey. 

Mr. Bailey quoted Mr. Tillman as hav- 
ing asked where the practice of giving aid 
to such institutions would stop and re- 
plying said like the brook it ‘‘would go 
on forever.’ 

He also referred to the fact that not- 
withstanding Mr. Tillman's jmpatience 
with the amendment, he Intended voting 
for 1t because of the aid that the Charles- 
ton exposition had received of congress. 

Mr. Tillman made an explanation of the 
assistance given to Charleston. He also 
referred with evident feeling to Mr. Bal- 
ley's reference to his. own attitude, say- 
ing that the latter had characterized the 
appropriation as a ‘‘steal.’’ 

Mr. Bailey disclaimed any intention to 
speak of the appropriation so harshly. ‘'I 
don't go so far,’ he said. *‘] consider it a 
misappropriation.” 

Mr. Lodge called attention to the plea 
for economy on account of the condition 
of the treasury. Some senators might 
say we need no more battle ships, but he 
did not agree, for they are necessary 
to maintain peace on this hemisphere and 
to support the Monroe doctrine. When, 
therefore, we are expected to economize 
in that direction and give sums like this 
there is a curious contradiction. 

Mr. Gorman replied: 

‘Can it be,’ he asked, ‘‘that the con- 
duct of financial affafrs of the country 
has been of such a character that we 
are to be estopped from giving the neces- 
sary aid to the exposition to which all 
the world is looking forward to as the 
greatest event since 1876?

STORM BOUND 


Blizzard Causes Great Suffering 
in Northwest, 


There Is an Alarming Shortage of 
Coal With Littl Wood Avail- 
able, But There Is No 
Lack of Pro- 
visions. 


Detroit, Mich., February 3.—Investiga- 
tion of conditions in the “Thumb” dis- 
trict of Michigan, that part of the state 
north ef Port Huron to Saginaw bay, 
comprising three counties, made over the 
long-distance telephone today sluws4iqge 
there are upward of 100,000° people 
gstormbound in the villages, towns and 
hamlets of the district. 

All the towns north from Port Huron to 
Port Austin and Harbor beach, except 
Bad Axe, a junction point, report alarm- 
ing shortage of coal, with little or no 
wood supply available. Fortunately there 
is no lack of provisions reported in any 
of the towns, but suffering for want of 
fuel is inevitable in many places unless 
the Pere Marquette succeeds in opening 
its line in a few days. 

Half Frozen Man Borne on Pilot. 

Helena, Mont., February 3.—The bliz- 
zard which has raged for the past thirty- 
six hours in eastern Montana and west- 
ern North Dakota has about spent itself, 
Near Kurtz, N. Dak., three section men 
were struck by a train. Two were killed 
and the third was picked up by the pilot 
of the engine and carried 20 miles before 
the engineer knew about the accident. 
The operator at a station passed by the. 
train, saw the man and talegraphed 
ahead to flag the train. The man was 
badly bruised and half dead from cold. 
He said that they did not see the train 
because of the storm. 

Blocaded by Snow Drift. 

. Indianapolis, Ind., February 3.—The 
Lake Erie and Western, the Logansport 
division of the Vandalia, the Michigan 
division of the Big Four and other rail- 
roads in northern Indiana have for 
twenty-four hours been blockaded by 
deep snow drifts in cuts, and passengers 
have had some trying experiences on 
stranded trains. On the Lake Erie and 
Western, near Peru, one train was snow- 
pound for nine hours until. fifty laborers 
and many of the passengers dug it out. 

Passengers have had to abandon some 
of the stranded trains on the northern 
roads and seek shelter and food at farm 
houses, or engage farmers to take them 
to near-by points with sleds.

BORN IN SOUTER 


“Counani’”’ Latest Applicant 
for Admission Inte Society 
of Nations, 


Paris, February $.—Adolphe Brezet, 
formerly a captain in the French army, 
and now claiming to be president of 
what he terms “the Republic of Couna- 
ni,” in South America, has arrived here, 
and is seeking to obtain the recognition 
of his government by France. Brezet 
says that “‘Counani’’ comprises the ter- 
ritory which is in dispute between France 
and Brazil, and was finally awarded to 
Brazil py a president of Switzerland, to 
whom the matter was submitted for ar- 
bitration. 

Brezet declares further that the people 
of “Counani” refused to accept the de- 
cision of the arbitrator, and organized a 
new republic, recognition of Which is 
now sought of all the powers. He says 
also that the hour has not yet arrived 
to inform the press of the character of 
the pour parlers being exchanged with 
the French government., According to 
the president of this new republic, “‘Cou- 
nani’ is three times as large as France, 
with a populatién of about 200,000 col- 
onists and a million Indians, who sup- 
port the new government.

On yesterday Judge Newman, of 
the United States district court, directed 
that A. V. Curran retain contro} of the 
company’s assets until Friday, on which 
day the judge will hear a petition for 
receiver filed by Lumpkin & Boykin and 
Burton Smith on behalf of W. R. 


Ray et al. 

Mr, Hill, the receiver appointed by 
Judge Lumpkin, had already asked Mr. 
Curran to assist him in straightening out 
the affairs of the company, and nothing 
but harmony exists between these two, A 
question of the jurisdiction of the two 
courts has arisen, however, and is prov- 
ihg interesting. 

Ordinarily stich a question’ would be 
decided either by the time of filing the 
different proceedings or by the nature of 
the matter to be passed on by the courts, 
which might in one instance be more 
appropriate to the federal court and in 
_gnother to the state court. 

In the present case the advantage of 
time is with those who appealed to the 
federal court, for their proceedings were 
instituted and Judge Newman had taken 
jurisdiction before the proceedings were 
fild in the state court. 

Attorney Kilpatrick Talks. 

Messrs. Kilpatrick and Moore, attorneys 
for Mr. Branan, who ts proceeding in 
the state court, assert, however, that 
under the law Judge Newman has jot 
jurisdiction of the matter. Mr. Kil- 
patrick said yesterday: 

“The original proceedings in the federal 
court were in bankruptcy, and the peti- 
tion for injunction and receiver pending 
there was merely ancillary in its nature. 
The bankruptcy laws, however, require 
that proceedings against a corporation 
must be brought in the court having 
jurisdiction in the territory where the 
main.office of the defendant corporation 
ls located. Wnder this provision of the 
law, Judge Newman has no jurisdiction 
of the original proceedings, and certainly 
not of the secondary or ancillary mat- 
ter. af the foundation’ falls, the -whole 
structure will fall,” 

When the petition for injunction and 
receiver conys up for argument before 
Judge Newman on Friday it is probable 
that’ this point will be raised and the 
proceedings, original and ancillary, be 


thereupon dismissed. In that event the 
legal cumplications will be cleared up, a8 
the proceedings jn the superior court will 
~have precedence of ali subsequent mat- 
ters of the kind in any court. 

In the meantime, however, no dispute 
has arisen, and the receiver, and Mr, 
Curran wil) manage their business mast 
amicabiy

GEORGIA BONDS | 


“NOT AFFECTED 


State Officials Not Worried Over 
Recent Decision, 


Governor Terrell Says the Principles 
Are Different from Those In- 
volved in the North Carolina 
Case—Georgia Did Not 
Repudiate a Debt. 


~~ 


Governe@r Terrell] and other state of- 
ficials are in nowise worried over the de- 
cision of the supreme court of the United 
States in the case of North Dakota 
against North Carolina, in which it was 
held that one state holding the bonds of 
another, could sue for the recovery of 
principal and interest. 

The decision seems at first sight some- 
what farreaching, leading to the belief 
that any state owning the bonds of an- 
other state might recover on them by 
suit in the United States supreme court, 
whether such bonds had been repudiated 
or not, 

Georgia repudiated a lot of bonds in 
the constitution of 1877, principally the 
| Brunswick and Albany railroad bonds, 
which were sold to Henry Clews and 
others in New York. But Georgia did 
not repudiate a debt, because the state 
did not even owe the amounts called for 
in these bonds. In addition to these 
r particular bond issues being fraudulent, 
the conditions upon which they were is- 
Sued were never complied with, and the 
bonds were therefore null and void. 

“Any court would have held those 
bonds null and vold,” said Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright, in speaking of the 
matter, “even if the legislature had not 
done so, for the very reason that the 
conditions put into them by the legisla- 
ture that issued them, were never com- 
plied with. The railroad they were is- 
sued upon was never built, while the 
terms of the bonds themselves required 
that it should be constructed in order 
to make them valid.’ 

Georgia's repudiated bonds have all been 
investigated by the New York stock ex- 
change, and that institution has been 
entirely satisfied by Georgia's action in 
the matter. In 1887 when the state is- 
Sued new 4% per cent bonds to take up 
outstanding issues, thé purchasers want- 
ed them Hsted on the New York stock 
exchange. That institution never lisis 
the bonds of any state, county or city, 
which has repudiated any debt. Colonel 
N. J. Hammond, who was attorney gen- 
eral at the time the bonds in question 
were repudiated, presented an argument 
to a committee of the exchange “which 
Satisfied them fully, and the Georgia 
bonds were thereafter listed. 


What Governor Terre]] Says. 

Governor. Terrell, when asked about the 
decision, called attention to the fact that 
the New Yerk stock exchange had passed 
upon the Georgia bonds, to show that 
from, a business standpeint Georgia stood 
on the most solid foundation. 

Speaking of*the points in the decision 
the governor said: “7 


‘T have not had an opportunity of read- 
ing the full text of the decision, but judg- 
ing from the press dispatches, I do not 
think it will in any way affect the State 
of Georgia. 

“The question in the North Carolina 
case was not purely a question of state 
sovereignty, for there the state was part 
Owner of a railroad, and the bonds in- 
volved in the suit were Secured by a 
mortgage upon that railroad. In addition 
ty this point, it seems the bonds in ques- 
tion were never repudiated by the Siate, 
but an offer of compromise was made 
which was accepted by most of the hold- 
ers of the bonds. 

“In the case of the Georgia bonds, the 
question of. state sovereignty is presented 
pure and simple, and is strengthened by 
the. fact that the bonds were repudiated 
and pronounced illegal, null and void be- 
cause of fraud in the issuance of same.” 

Attorney General John C. Hart said he 
had not an opportunity of reading the 
decision, and until such time as he could 
see it he preferred not to express any 
Opinion with regard to the matter. 

Heard the Decision. 

Ligon Johnson, of Atlanta, who was 
associated with Judge Hart in the case 
of the state of Georgia against the state 
or Tennessee, involving, the Ducktown 
copper mines, has just returned from 
Washington. Mr. Johnson heard the su+ 
preme court’s decision in the bond case 
rendered, and he has given some consid- 
eradble study to the matter. 

Mr. Johnson gave a representative of 
The Constitution the following statement 
erable study to the matter. 

“The public idea of the scope of the de- 
cision in the North Carolina bond case is 
] think, erroneous. I[ was present wien 
the supreme court rendered the decision, 
‘and while I did not see the ful! text of 
it, as it was delivered by Justice Brew- 
er, although a somewhat radical depart- 
ure from former holdings, does not ma- 
terlally affect any of the repudiated bonds 
of Georgia. 

“In the North Carolina case the court 
declared the sovereignty of the staté was 
not directly involved. The bonds sued up- 
on were predicated not mefrely on the faith 
and credit of the state, but upon mort- 
gage bonds: of North Carolina railroad, 
which, by reason of state aid to the road, 
were assigned as’ security for the bonds 
issued. 

“South Dakota has secured the bonds 
in controversy by deed of gift to be uset 
for educational purposes, and the bonds 
were the bona fide property of South Da- 
kota. The donors, Steicher Bros., who 
were the hoiders of other bonds of a 
similar character, sought to be made par- 
ties to the suit, but the court, while 
retaining jurisdiction of South Dakota's 
claim, declined to entertain the Steichers 
as parties following its former decision in 
New Hampshire v. Louisiana. 

‘‘In the decree rendered the court direct- 
ed a foreclosure upon the railway bonds, 
the proceeds of the sale to be paid to 
South Dakota. No provision was made 
for any deficiency judgment in the event 
the railroad bonds did not bring enough 
to pay the debt, the court especially re- 
serving any decision on this point and 

recting the parties to again appear be- 

ofe it if this issue js to be raised. 

“] know of no bonds of Georgia not 
based upon the faith and credit of the 
state. On bonds of this character it is dil- 
ficult to see how the supreme court, from 
any point of view, could grant any re- 
lief. The power of any tax levy or other 
means for payment of such bonds ig di- 
Tectly reserved to the ‘tate, and unless 
s0me different method from any yet used 
is discoverd the supreme court in the

Murrell Tells How St, Louis 
Council Were Bought 


Former Councilman Swears That Ed 
Butler Paid Combine Members 
$47,500 for the Passage 
of the City Lighting 
Bill. 


Fulton, Mo., February 3.—The court 
room wag densely crowded today when 
Judge Graves resumed the trial of Col- 
onel Edward Butler, indicted on the 
charge of bribing members of the St. 
Louis house of delegates to secure the 
passage of a city lighting Dill. 

The first witness for the state today 
was J. K. Murrell, former member of 
the house of delegates and agent for the 
alleged combine of members in 1899. Mr. 
Murrell] was among those indicted on the 
charge of bribery. He went to Mexico, 
but was induced to come back to St. 
Louls and turn state’s evidence. His ap- 


pearance on the stand caused consider- 


able interest among those in the court 
roow. 

Murrell told of the formation of the 
house of delegates combine, how d 
when they held their meetings; the.num- 
ber present; the various propositions re- 
garding the lighting bill and the atti- 
tude of the boys toward that legislation. 
He recited that the combine met and de- 
cided on $75,000 as the price for which 
they would pass the bill. 

Butler Offered $47,000. 


Subsequentiy he said, he had aq con- 
versation with Butler which he summa- 
rized as follows: 

“Butler asked me what we wanted to 
pass the bill. I told him the boys ex- 
pected $75,000. 

“ ‘Well,’ he answered, ‘you fellows can 
have $47,500, not a cent md?e.’ 

“Butler came to my Office voluntarily. 
I did not send for him.’ 

Murrell then went on to tell how he 
reported Butler’s ultimatum back to the 
combine. He said he met Butler for the 
second time regarding the light bill ne- 
gotiations November 28, !899. The bill 
was passed on the night of that day. 

‘Butler repeated his proposition on 
this occasion,’’ said Murrell. Before he 
east his vote for the bill Murrell) said 
Delegate Helms told him it would be 
“all right,” meaning that everything 
was arranged with Bufier. ‘

May sold today 
at the top price of the season—94%—a 
gain of 2%%2'%c over yesterday's close 
The advance was accompanied by a cov- 
ering of shorts and much speculative ex 
citement. Prices for corn, ovatg and pro- 
visions also were doing some lofty climb- 
ing. May corn was up 3%c to 86c, May 
Oats sold at 46\%c, a gain of I14%@l%c, and 
May pork to $13.70, a gain of 25c. The 
display of bullishness was said to be 
largely the result of buying by specu- 
lators who have made big profits in cuot- 
ton and have now transferred their deal- 
ings to the grain and provision markets. 

Wheat gathered fresh impetus during 
the night trom foreign news indicating 
that war between Russia and Japan 
seemed now inevitable.

WITH OPERATORS 


Disagreement May Result 
in Strike of 117,000 
Men, 


Indianapolis, Ind., February 3.—There 
was excitement among the delegates to 
the joint ccnferenve of minerg and op- 
erators today, when !t wag seen that the 
moment for a declaration of a disagree- 
ment had arrived. Tha eseale ccmmittee 
reported the prestnt wage ecale as their 
ultimatum and the operators t!nsisting 
that nothing less than the 1902 scale, 
Which is equivalent to a reduction of 
12 per cent in wages, it is claimed, would 
satisfy them.

Prospects for an agreement have been 
gloomy for two days. The 353 operators 
and 557 miners have declared they would 
never accept the terms offered by the 
opposite side. When the adjournment 
was taken today, it was the belief that 
it would be for thirty days. 

The possibility of a final disagreement 
and suspension of work is a.tople of 
conversation among the miners and op- 
frators. Leaders on both sides refuse 
to go into a discussion of the general 
effect of a suspension of operations on 
April 1}. 

The grounds upon which the miners 
take their stand is that the competition 
of the operators in the central com- 
petitive field ang those outside is not as 
keen as the operators would have them 
believe. The miners say that at least 
in Ohfo and Pennsylvania thelr men 

not steady employment, and that

all over the central competitive fleld the 
cost of living is such at this time that 
they cannot accept a cut in wages and 
maintain a fair standard of wages. 

It is charged that the Ohio and Penn- 
Sylvania operators have stored four mll- 
lion tons of coal on the lakes and at 
other pofnts. 

The miners have $1,000,000 
national treasury and the states in- 
volved have enough in their treasuries 
to maké up a total of $2,000,000 of cash 
avallable for any emergency. The strike 
assessment on the paying membership of 
fhe organization, which is approximately 
$300,000 at this time. has just been in- 
creased from 10 to 25 cents a month. 
which brings in $75,000 this month and 
in March. 

Suspension of -operation in the four 
states would mean that 117,000 of the 
membership would go out and after 
April |! would not be on the assessment 
list.

KENNEDY BEFORE A JUSTICE.

The defendant 
is a member of a prominent family in 
southwest Georgia and is known widely 
through the southern part of the state. 
After killing Carry he escaped, but was 
located and captured in Savannah last 
week. Kennedy does not deny the Killing, 
but says he ws forced to the deed in 
self-defense and the line of his defense 
has been to establish the fact of his jus- 

tification. 

After hearing all of the evidence, Judge 
Downs released the defendant this after- 
noon without requiring bond for Bis ap- 
pearance before the grand jury.
